1. THIS IS DICTATED IMMEDIATELY PRIOR TO LEAVING FOR 

PITTSBURGH. MY OFFICE WILL BE IN CONTACT WITH ME CON-

2. YOU AND I HAVE TALKED BEFORE ABOUT NAMING GRAHAM MARTIN, 
ON AN INTERIM BASIS, AS A SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE SECRE- 
TARY. GRAHAM IS AMENABLE TO THIS PROPOSAL (IN FACT HE 
SUGGESTED IT), AND WE MIGHT EVEN BE ABLE TO USE HIM FOR A 
SPECIAL PROJECT OR TWO UNTIL WE REACH THE POINT OF MAKING 

A DECISION ON A FURTHER AMBASSADORIAL ASSIGNMENT. IT 
OCCURS TO ME THAT THE BEST WAY TO DO THIS NOW WITHOUT 
ATTRACTING MUCH ATTENTION IS EOR YOU TO AUTHORIZE ME TO 
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HAVE THE PRESS OEFICE POST THE EACT OF HIS APPOINTMENT 
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WHILE YOU ARE OUT OE THE COUNTRY. WITH YOUR OK I WILL GO

3. I HAVE TALKED TO DEAN RUSK ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY OP A

AMBASSADOR REINHARDT'S OPPICE TO THIS AND THEY WILL TRANS- 
MIT TO YOU ANY IDEAS RUSK MAY HAVE, PLUS SEVERAL POSSI- 
BILITIES WHICH THEY WOULD LIKE TO PUT TO YOU THEMSELVES. 

4. I HAVE ALSO TALKED TO BRYCE HARLOW ABOUT UPPING THE 
BUSINESS LEADERS DINNER INVITATION LIST TO AROUND 20. HE 
SAYS THAT THEY ARE NOW INVITING APPROXIMATELY 20 PEOPLE, 
ALTHOUGH THEY DO NOT EXPECT THAT ALL WILL BE ABLE TO AT- 
TEND. HE SAID THAT HE FEELS VERY STRONGLY THAT THE DINNER 
OUGHT NOT GET TOO LARGE BECAUSE IT WILL INHIBIT CONVERSA- 
TION AND MEAN THAT THE DINNER WILL "NOT BE WORTH MUCH."
